Los Angeles - The antiquated 
Criminal Syndicalist Act of 
California, last used in 1937, 
has been revived. A young Ne- 
gro, John W. Harris, was ar- 
rested while passing out leaf- 
lets at a coroner’s inquest. 

The arrest of Harris could 
mark the renewal of a state- 
wide witch-hunt against “‘agi- 
tators.’’ Bail of $15,000 was 
set and in a reported intro- 
duction before a grand jury 
of police testimony about the 
Watts uprising as evidence 
that a ‘‘clear and present dan- 
ger’ exists.

While a San Francisco Policeman was taking the life of a | 
16-year-old Negro youth in Hunters Point by shooting him in ' 
the back, the ‘“‘labor movement’? was making a deal with the 
Mayor’s Human Rights Commission to avoid immediate com- 
pliance with a proposed anti-discrimination in employment; 
ordinance, 

While unemployed Negro youth were laying their bodies 
on the line in rebellion against unemployment and racial 
discrimination the Mayor’s Human’ Rights Commission was 
compromising on their right to equal opportunities and non- 
diserimination in employment. 

Before the blood stopped flowing, before the painful cries 
of & mother for her child stopped, before the dead were 
buried and the wounded were healed and the destruction re- 
paired, this city sowed the seeds for more death and destruc- 
tion for more blood and tears, 

Monday afternoon, October 10, 1966, the city’s law- 
makers, the Board of Supervisors, received from committee 
an ordinance on non-discrimination in employment prepared 
by the Mayor’s Human Rights Commission in cooperation with 
organized labor. One section of the ordinance removes labor 
unions from immediate compliance with the ordinance. A 
Human Rights Commissioner, Robert Lauter, said, ‘‘Ibelieve 
that if this clause were not inserted, the ordinance would not 
pass.’’ 

The clause gives labor unions up to nine months to draw 
up the kind of ‘affirmative non-discrimination’’ clause that 
is acceptable to them. George Johns, president of the Central 
Labor Council, said ‘‘If the labor movement is. denied this 
they will fight the ordinance,’’ ‘We’ve fought before,’’ he 
said, : 

In San Francisco today, because of discrimination by 
labor unions and employers, Negro men and women are un- 
employed in much higher proportions than any other group, 
Unable to earn a living, unable to set examples for their 
children, and unable to control their families, their children 
run in the streets, and when they run in the streets from 
alleged scenes of crimes they are shot in the back by the 
police like savage and dangerous beasts. To the statement 
heard frequently now-a-days, ‘‘why worry about Matthew 
Johnson, he’s dead,’’ the answer is don’t worry, because 
others will surely die of the practice of racial discrimination 
and racial oppression, 

The most alarming threat of the naked exercise of power 
over the Commission is that a single-interest group (labor) 
is able to control important decisions affecting the lives of 
thousands of minority group citizens. This subjects these 
citizens to a ruthless and totalitarian form of government 
and their only alternative is resistance and rebellion. 

George Johns put himself above his usual position as 
president of the Central Labor Council. He said, ‘‘I’m in the 
position of representing the labor movement.’’ He then ex- 
plained how the ‘labor movement’’ held the ‘‘key” to any 
antidiscrimination in employment ordinance inSan Francisco. 

’ He said that the labor movement believed that an ordinance 
banning discrimination in employment was proper. In 
principle we have no disagreement, he said. Then, he con- 
tinued, two months ago there was an occurrence in San Fran- 
cisco. He refused to elaborate. (He probably refers to the 
agreement with the Hilton and other hotels worked out by 
Bill Bradley and others to rehire Negro employees who were 
out on strike because of the lack of adequate grievance pro- 
cedures on their job.) Labor came back to the Human Rights 
Commission to change the ordinance that labor had previously 
agreed to. Labor asked, if it was the intent of the Human 
Rights Commission to interpose in the collective bargaining 
agreement; The Human Rights Commission completely caved 
in to labor and requested that labor unions prepare a state- 
ment to be interposed in the nondiscrimination ordinance, 

Some of the Commissioners opposed the statement. But ° 
it stayed in the ordinance and only two supervisors voted 
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Open letter to SF Labor 


Dear Brothers and Sisters: 

‘When the chips are down, then we find out who our real 
enemies are and some are very close to us, 

Labor for many years sold the Black Man a bill of goods 
about being our best friend. Unions were our benefactor and 
champions of our course. This myth has finally been shaken 
by the actions of the San Francisco Labor Council’s opposition 
to the weak Equal Employment Opportunities Ordinance, 
drawn up by the Human Rights Commission, and now before 
the Board of Supervisors. 
right of ‘‘Collective Bargaining Process’’ with employers. 
That this strikes at the core of their ‘‘seniority’’ provision, 
which in truth means, no Negros allowed, enforces the con- 
cept of last hired, first fired. 

Lets look at what unions find objectionable and threaten- 
ing. Collective Bargaining is number one, but anyone knows 
that equal opportunity can alsobea part of Collective Bargain- 
ing. Number two is Seniority onthe job. The union tradition, 
for many years, of not admitting Black Men and Women has 
deprived them of equal opportunity, to achieve seniority 
rights. Therefore, labor being guilty of these two wrongs, is 
obligated to rectify them, This they refuse to do and are not 
willing to try, according to the position they have taken on the 
‘¢equal Employment Opportunity Ordinance.” 

Therefore, our community must assume the responsi- 
bility of giving justice to the Black Laborer. Our Board of 
Supervisors must act, for once, as representatives of the 
total Community and pass this ordinance in its original, un- 
watered down concept. SanFranciscotobe the city that knows 
how, can now be the city that shows how. 

The working class of which we Blacks are a part, must 
show brotherhood by demanding the passage of this ordinance, 
or be aligned with those who are contributing to the moral 
decay of the American Way - of the people, by the people, for 
the people of all races, creeds, colors and religions.

PARTICIPATE? - WHY? 

The meeting on redevelop- 
ment in Hunters Point, sched- 
uled for Friday, Oct. 7, 1966, 
produced a long list of city 
officials, but only four people 
from Hunters Point. After an 
hour, waiting for people to 
come, the meeting was can- 
celled. 

The meeting had been called 
to answer the questions about 
housing and redevelopment in 
Hunters Point. Aleaflet, which 
was widely distributed asked, 
‘‘Why is some housing being 
demolished now? What is the 
Core area? Why are some 
people moving now? What hap- 
pens to me and when? What 
can I do now?’ 

The last time Justin Herman 
was required to consult the 
minority community. he ex- 
plained his failure to do so 
to the Housing and Home Fi- 
nance Agency in the follow- 
ing manner: 

‘‘Representative leadership 
of the minority community has 
not been consulted on this 
project because of the events 
which have taken place in re- 
lation to the Western Addition 
Area 2 Project. No objections 
were voiced by minority group 
leadership at the time of sub- 
mittal of the Preliminary Pro- 
gram for the Rehousing of 
Residents - Western Addi- 
tion Area 2. As a matter of 
fact, the National Association 
for the Advancement of Col- 
ored People offered the Agency 
assistance in helping inform 
the Negro community of the 
plans for Area 2 by use of 
radio time on their regularly 
scheduled program. Assist- 
ance of the membership of 
the NAACP Youth Group was 
also offered for making 
personal contacts with resi- 
dents to explain the plans.

eal civil rights groups has

For this reason the Redevel- 
opment Agency believes that 
it is inappropriate to submit 
the Relocation Program for 
Yerba Buena Center for con- 
sideration by these groups 
presently. Between submis- 
sion of Part I and Part II 
of the Loan and Grant Ap- 
plication will be a more ap- 
propriate time. (From Re- 
port on Minority Group Con- 
siderations, submitted by S.F. 
Redevelopment Agency to 
HHFA 12/1/64.) 

The Redevelopment Agency 
is in the process of prepar- 
ing its application for loan 
and grant for the Hun- 
ters Point Urban Renewal pro- 
ject. Justin Herman is re- 
quired to consult the com- 
munity affected. Thus far, he 
has not involved the commun- 
ity. It apears that he doesn’t 
really want to.

When a woman takes the Pill 
her reproductive system 
(ovaries, uterus, vagina) is 
functioning as usual except that 
the egg or ovum that the ovary 
manufactures is not released 
and sent on its way to the 
uterus as in the menstrual 
period. The body goes right 
#n making the hormones that 
make your nature, and that is 
why there will be-no change. 

Many pill takers notice that 
their desire for sex is about 
the same as it was before 
they took the pill. Others no- 
tice that their desire for sex 
is increased, probably be- 
cause they realize that they 
are safely protected against 
pregnancy.

WHEN YOU BUY DRUGS 
AND MEDICINES 

You’ll usually find lower 
prices on over-the-counter 
drugs if you ask for ‘store 
brands’’ carried by most chain 
stores, drug or department 
stores, or the CO-OP, 

TO SAVE MORE MONEY 

1) Ask for medicine by its 
GENERIC name (meaning the 
general name assigned by the 
US Food & Drug Admin.). As 
‘‘aspirin,’’? instead of some 
‘brand’? name. 

2) Ask your doctor to pre- 
scribe the medicine he wants 
you to take also by its GEN- 
ERIC name--not by a trade- 
marked brand name. 

3) Don’t buy non-prescrip- 
tion sleeping pills! They only 
work for very mild cases of 
sleeplessness. NEVER buy 
sleeping pills that contain sco- 
polamine -- they can cause 
blindness! 

4) Don’t buy cold remedies 
that claim to cureacold! Some 
drugs give temporary relief 
from cold symptoms. Best 
treatment is 24 hours of bed- 
rest. 

WARNING ON 

OVER-THE-COUNTER 

DRUGS 

Any drug is poison--if mis- 
used; many are safe and ef- 
fective for most people with- 
out a prescription--if. used as 
the label says. 

Such drugs must have la- 
bels that tell how to use them, 
warn what to avoid. Read ALL 
the label! Warnings tell you: 

How to use it safely. When: 
to. stop taking it. Should you 
see a doctor. 

Check the directions each 
time you use the medicine and 
keep them out of the reach of 
children.
